= GENERAL SIR JOHN FLOYD, BART. 


Few hare posed & more octive and 
anccessful career of military fife thas 
Sir John Floyd ; from the early patronage 
of the art of Pembroke, at the age of 
twelve pears, tothe period of iis leaving 
Indla im 1799, his services were in con- 
stant requisition, and in md material in- 
stance did good fortane ever fail to accom- 
pany his course of bravery. He was not, 
however, the mere golilier of fortone, bred 
from his childhood in compe; be bad the 
farlicst opportunity of evincing the dawn 
of that distinguished merit which enabled 
hh bi future fife to attain the highest ho- 


nors of his profession. Itdore not belang 
to many to poses, or even to hope for the 
great odvantagce with which General 
Floyd started in the lista offame ; tevt »1ill 
lene ia it likely that he who can boost 
the qualitics which adorned the charzeter 
of this gallant soldier should pass unoo- 
tleed or unrewarded in an active exertion 
of them. 

General John Floyd was born of highly 
respectable pareninge: his father was 
captain-licutenant in the first dragoon 
guards; his mother was the danghter of a 
dergyman. He had the misfortine to [ose 
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his father wien be was only eleven years 
old; but be was jatroniged by his father's 
intimate friend, the late Earl of Pem- 
broke, who procured him a corntticy in 
Eliot's tight dragoons. 

In 1760, he went with that regiment 
to Germany, when be war only twelve 
yeard old, and was preseet at the bate 
of Emedorf, in which be bad his horse 
shot close tothe French line and made 
very narrow aud olmost miraculous. ee- 
cape. lu consequence of the rising me 
rit of young Floyd, General Elliet took 
particular, motice of tim, ami, during 
‘twenty yoors that be rewaloed in bis 
regiment, the General manifested the 
greatest friendship and regard towards 
lileny ey 1778, ee wae appointing mh 
jor to the 2st. dragoons; und, mid, de, rhe 
year following, Raelsenitontond of the 
id dragoons (now the Mhh). With this 
compa he soon after went to India, where, 
it ofew yeare, be cnsiped much credit for 
the. bigh state of discipline to which. be 
brought them, notwithstunding the difh- 
culty of tunioing the horses of that coun 


try.

In 1800 the General returned to Eug- 
land, to enjoy a retirement which his long 
inl active services required, But eves 
in the domestic cirele, hin military ballts 
ever forsook him, and to the latest pe- 
ried, thé epirit of the old soldier seemed 
to revive with all the vigour and anima- 
tion of youth, when be was induced to 
recur to the heroic exploits of his cartier 
years. 

At the time of bis death he possessed se- 
Ver siletantial marks of the royal favor. 
Besides the coloneley of the #th Dra- 
goons, he was Governor of Tilbury Fert, 
and of Grartsend, onl in 1806 waa raised 
to the dignity of a Baronet of the United 
Kingdom, which he enjoyed scarcely two 
years, having expired on the 16th Jan, 
tet, full of years and of good fame. is 
his oom in arms and in glory, the 
cama oa ee es 
sorrow, but more ‘Wa loss will 
ean fn the pe ‘elrele in which 
he spent his last moments. Tt ts in the 
retirement of private life where the milder 
virtues of aman are best known and best 
prioed ; it is there where they twine most 
forcibly roand the affections, and where 
the atroke of death is most bitterly de- 
plored.

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PRODUCTION OF LOCUSTS IN INDIA. 


Anoor the 20th June 1812, o very 
Large Hight of locusts wae observed lo- 
vering about Etowah, which at length 
settled in the fielde east af the town, 
where they remained some time, and 
were seen copulating in vast nunibers ; 
they then took their departure, bat con- 
tinued to hover about the pluce for a 
month afterwards, 


Oa the 18th of July, while riding in 
that direction, I discovered a tremendous 
ewarm of very small dark coloored lusects 
io the vicinity of a large pool of stagnate 
water; they were collectod in heaps, and 
covered the ground to a considerable dis- 
tance. ‘Thesr, on minote inspection, 
proved to be locusta in. miniature, but 
without pana 2 clubs Magee they re-

BRAHMANS' OBSERVATORY AT BENARBS. 
By Sin BR. Bannes, Ker, 1777. 


Benanrs, in the Enst-[ndies, one of the 
principal seminaries of the Bratman or 
Priests of the original Gentows of Hin- 
dostan, continues still to be the place of 
resort of that sect of people; and there 
are many poblic charities, hospitala, and 
pagodas, where: roto thowsancds of them 
now retide. — frequently heard 
that the iutieat Brahmans bad a kuow- 
ledge of astronomy, and being confirmed 
in thie by their information’ ef ier ap- 
preaching eclipse both of the sun and 
moon, | made inquiry, when af that place 
in the year 172, among the principal 
Brahms, to endeavenr to cet tome In:

reports of many, that precautionary ani 
remedial practices of general applies- 
bility can alone with safery be founded. 

Whore the disease has greatly prevailed, 
the demands for assistance on the ovedienl 
practitioner have been too frequent, and 
Le urgent, to teave him the power to 
arrange facta, observations, aul deduc- 
tions, wnltably te the objects thereby 
to be anawered. 

An epidemle, ja its commencement, 
in ite progress, and in its decline, os. 
saves differences of character, modified 
by arts causes in its varying periods, 
differing localities and: WllheHtnie ts 1 of 
individuals connected with ra a0. 
cations, dee. 

Hence a meriral man ot Calcotta de- 
acribing the present disease os it there 
occurred, may give its picture differently
